He  demonstrated  with  a  cham- 
berful  of  snakes  His  belief  w.is  that 
if  the  snakes  could  be  kept  continually 
moving  they  would  eventually  he  pro- 
vided by  Nature  with  «.omctbin({  better 
to  move  about  with  than  the  articu- 
lated rings  of  bones  which  constitute 
the  framework  of  their  long  and  lis- 
some bodies.  So  Mr.  Allen's  demon- 
strator kept  his  snakes  moving.

It  is  so  long  since  we  read  the  ttory 
that  we  forget  the  device  adopted  for

Anyhow,  the  unfortunate  reptiles 
moved  to  fast  and  for  so  long  a  time 
that  they  began  to  develop  or  to 
evolute  legs.  But  before  the  evr.iD- 
tionary  equipment  could   be  brought 

into  effective  action  the  snafcet  di^d.

The  tealeus  author  of  the  work  did 

not  tell  bis  readers  w  hether  the  snakes 
which  were  the  victims  of  theory  had 
developed  two  or  four  lags  or  as  many 
legs  as  a  centipede,  but  hfc  told  thm 
to  infer  that  the  theory  of  evolution 
had  been  completely  established.  Mr. 
Grant  Allen's  legged  snakes  would 
have  made  an  intereating  exhibit  in  the 
Dayton  biological  and  theok>gical 
circusL
